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Allegations of increased CIA activities on 
the Stanford campus “are "so vague that I 
don’t know what in the world I could do about 
it” university President Donald Kennedy said

Mechanical ehgmeering Professor Bernard/ 
Roth earlier this weeksaid the CIA "subtly”- 
tried to recruit him and other Stanford faculty 
members. Roth said he believes CIA activities 
on caidpus have increased in recent months. 

“I would be disturbed if I thought Stanford 
faculty bad in fact been recruited for second- 
ary recruitment (of foreign students for CIA 
work) T or (CIA) program activities on- cam- 
pus,’ Kennedy said .. 

Kennedy said the federal government re- 
cently has shown stronger interest in "keeping 
track of general ideas,”, particularly in the-< 
area of technology.
